—PRINCESS MASSALSKI—TO THE LADIES BP-- 

MACEDONIAN AND CRETAN COMMITTEE AT ATHENS. 

Ladles : I have read with equal interest and emo¬ 
tion the particulars which you give to me of the 
sufferings of the families who are obliged, by per¬ 
secutions of all kinds, to seek a refuge on the soil of 
the Greek kingdom. 

You are pleased to think that by making known 
the sufferings to western nations my voice, which 
has been more than once favorably listened to, wffi 
not remain without echo. Indeed, I am disposed 
to believe that if Christian women, who peacefully 
enjoy the prosperity denied to the greatest portion 
of our peninsula, could form an idea of the situation 
of these unfortunate populations, they would not 
withhold from so many exiled families tfiose sym- 
pathies which are generally accorded to the unfor- 

straggle of which the Oriental peninsula is 
at present the theatre, is indeed not one of those 
fratricidal wars, in which peoples of the same faith

The great difficulty has been that inventors have 
sought to make simple machines, aud therefore 
have made them to do only a part of the work ; but 
the result of doing part of the work by machine and 
apart by hand has been that the two processes took 
nearly as much time as the old method. And when 
inventors have attempted more complicated ma¬ 
chines they have found them impracticable when 
put to the test of actual use. 

Recently a new step has been taken which pro¬ 
mises important results. It is a machine for justi¬ 
fying type or making the lines of equal length, and 
with equal spaces between the words. This ma¬ 
chine is very small and not very complicated. Ihe 
first machine does its work very well, and gives 
promise that if united with one of the type-setting 
machines, it will achieve a decided triumph. This 
is the invention of Mr. Charles W. Felt, of Salem, 
Massachusetts. Mr. Felt has devoted the best part 
of his life—more than sixteen years—to this work. 
He has spent a large amount of money, and a few 
years since completed by far the most comprehen¬ 
sive composing machine ever attempted. He has 
now taken the most difficult and important part of 
that machine—the justifying attachment—and re¬ 
duced it to a simple and practical machine, which 
he proposes to put to use immediately with some 
composing machine, and then complete the remain¬ 
ing portions of his system.— Tribune. 


Telegraph Fac-Similes.— Mr. Field has brought 
out to this country a number of very interesting 
specimens of the system of telegraphing now in 
operation between Paris and Lyons, and Pans and 
Bordeaux, by which exact copies of the message are 
produced at either extremity of the lines, solely by 
mechanical means. The message is written on pre¬ 
pared paper, covered with a lead-colored surface, 
which is a non-conductor of the electric fluid. The

Commons is con -1 
ducted on scientific principles. Probably no mem¬ 
ber spends so many hours in the House at his post 
as Mr. Cowen, the M.P. for New Castle—who is 
beginning to he known as toe ‘ long sitter ’ — and 
who has not yet learnt the parliamentary art of 
sleeping at his post, which is an indispensable 
f.liino in toe House of Commons. On days of in¬ 
terest a member requires to be in bis place at three 
o’clock if he is to secure his seat, and as a sitting 
commonly lasts till two in toe morning, it is not 
within mortal power to sit day-by-day, closely 
watching weaxy debates, without spending some 
of toe time iu sleeping.
